These 
with the other large contingent, whom no 
danger or warning can prevent from excesaive in- 
duigence in melons, stale fruits and cold drinks 
have been in this, asin the past, epidemics, mainly 
instrumental in keeping aliveand transmitting the 
pestilence. *’

By 10o'clock there were almost six cars out on the 
line, driven mostiy by men employed about the sta- 
bie and one or two of the strikers who had weak- 
ened. The crowd about the stables had been dis- 

rsed by this time and were gathered in front of 
adberg'’s saloon and scattered themselves in small 
knots along the line. One car that left the stable 
about twenty minutes after 10 o'clock 
north as far as the hill beyond the terminus of the 
Fifth street line, where the driver was nduced to take 
outhis horses and the car was removed from the 
track. Another followed close u this and four 
iicemen in adray rode behind it as an escort.

Where they made eight and nine trips before they 
are now compelled to make ten, eleven, and some- 
twelve trips in the same time 
eay the men on the other 
t 15 cents per hour, and 
they had offered a fair compromise to Minary when 
they said they would go to work for 1844 cents. This, 
they say, is little enough for the time they bave to 
work and they won't go back again for % They 
will formatly organize to-night and do all in ther 
power in a Quiet way to preveut the cars from beng 
runout. Inthe meantime the patronsof the line 
wil! have to take the Fifth Street or 
the Union Depot line to reach their destination.

McNutt Sums Up the Philadelphia 
Cricketers’ Trip. 


— 


St. Lovis Wins in Indianapolis—The Unions 
Beat Baltimore—Other Games—Cote Brill-

That excellent and precise historian of the recent 
trip of the Philadelphia cricketers to England. 
Howard McNutt, under date of August 8, from 
Liverpool, sends to the Sporting Life the following 
summing up of the work accomplished: “ 
matches played; five only lost. Of the thirteen re- 
maining we won eight handsomely and drew five, | 
four of which were in our favor. Considering 
Scarborough and Derbyshire what they really were, 
games belonging to us, we have won ten and drawn 
three. Of these three draws we were ahead 
twice and on equal footing once. I will make up a 
complete analysis before we reach New York and 
forward it to you as officially correct. One of the 
most appreciated compliments paid us by a Phil- 
adelphia newspaper is the remark that we have 
learned a lesson from the Australians and can play 
a good up-hill game. Pluck is the essence of cricket 
strength. and though we all believed that we were 
acquiring it this emphatic indorsement from home 
is more than complimentary; it is satisfying. At 
the risk of repeating what I may have written in a 
previous letter, I would say that Australia will not 
be heard from in the next three years at least. 
They are thoroughly sick of England and want to 
get home, and now they will never come again. 
The next team that does leave Australia for Britain 
will be composed of new players. You will recol- 
lect the disgraceful scene at Sydney several years 
ago, when the mob broke down the ropes and even 
offered violence to Lord Harris’ team. This most un- 
pleasant oe | was well nigh repeated at the Oval 
ast week, and, what is worse than all, by the English- 
men themselves. The Australians were pla 
the professionals and went in to their second in- 
ning with very few runs to get. When lunch time 
arrived eleven runs were needed. I think, to 
win and nine wickets to fall. Murdock, adhering 
to the strict rules of play, adjourned for lunch. 
This was mistaken by the speculators as @ 
desire to take more money at the gate by prolong- 
ing play. Murdock, foreseeing this, had — | 
the gatekeepers to be withdrawn at the beginning 
of the lunch interval.

It was far worse 
they admit and has lefta blot which years cannot 
rub out. Such are the troubles of cricketers who 
play for money; such are the trials of professionals, 
though I would not be surprised if another season 
brings them up again smiling for theirharves of 
pounds, shillings and pence.”
